SPECIAL TRAINING 
FOR BUSINESS 


The growing popularity of the 
course of ‘business training be- 
gun some years-ago at the Lon- 
don School of Economics is 
indicative of changed ideas 
which now prevail in regard to 
fitting young men for a commer- 
It is shown in the 
School's latest report that there 
has been a stream of university 
graduates from the principal 
centres of learning passing into, 
businéss through the one-year 
post-graduate course. The new 
attitude of business Jeaders is in 
striking contrast to the view so 
long held that the best and only 
efficient .training ground for 
‘young men is in ‘business itself. 
‘Those who adhered to this view- 
point envisaged the boy fresh 
from.school.beginning_at__the_ 
lowest rung of the ladder and 
working. his way up to the top. 
The university-trained young 
man was looked at askance, as 
one whose head was so full of 
theories as to leave little room 
for the ordinary thard facts of 
life. There can, of course, be 
no disputing. the fact that there’ 
is great value in first-hand know- 
ledge of business—that, in this 
sphere as‘in others, an ounce of 
practice is worth a ton of 
theory. But something more is 
needed, and. that “something” 
can be summed up by saying 
that the better . the. general 
education of a young man is, the 
more readily will he adapt him- 
life, always 
assuming that he has a due 
share of character and intelli- 
gence, In other words, there 
must be specialised education as 
well as actual experience if the 
best results are to be obtained. 
It is true ‘that many instances 
can be quoted of men whod have 
risen 'to high’ posts without the 
advantage of such education, but 
these have succeeded in spite of 
thelr cducational shortcomings, 
and ‘not because of them. . This 
type of individual would, in, any 
event, forge his way, to the top,

Won't admit that the climate 
isn't fit for a man to live jn, or that 
anyone who stays over fifleen years 
hos ene foot in the grave. 

Countless Ictters to Editors have 
lashed at Hongkong's climate. Every 
tourist who visits us in the summer 
hns «something to say about it, 
And even the loyalist ‘who 
defends .us against all trnducers be- 
comes silent when ‘climate’ fs the 
subject. “Climate” is always a sub- 
ject « Hongkong jaurnalist can fall 
back upon when he's hard up for 
copy. i 

Therefore, Mr, Edwards had no 
right to tell me that he's lived in 
the Far Enst for 69 years, in Hong~ 
kong for 36 years. It was rubbing it 
in to add that his wife, daughter and 
‘he can tot up .176 years residence in 
Cathay. between them, and that 
neither of them are thinking of Ieay- 
ing for many years to come. * 


WIFE HOLDS RECORD 


His wife, in fact, can clalm. exact~ 
ly one month's longer residence in 
the. For East.than: can. Mr, Edwards. 

“She: was born in Shanghai a 
month before I was bori. up the 
Yangtse River, in August, 1867," he 
told me with a chuckle. 

Few Europeans ventured up the 
famous tniand waters of China” in 
those: days, Therefore, it comes as 
no surprise to know that Mr, Ed- 
‘wards’ was the first European buby 
born up the Yangtse. 


In fact, Mr. Edwards can lay 
several claims to distinctions as 
equally’ newaworthy as the "fact 
that he was tho first white baby 
born up the Yangtse. 


He was one of the first boys to 
attend the St. Francis Xavier's Col- 
lege in Shanghai, which was opened 
six years after his parents took him 
to Shanghal tn 1870. | 


FIRST TRAIN IN CHINA 


He rode in the first train ever to 
run on rails on Chinese soll. That 
was in 1870, when the Chinese Em- 
pire, with great pomp and ceremony, 
inaugurated a railway service from 
Shanghai to Woosung. ' 


“Tho rallway wasn't ‘too success 
ful," Mr. Edwards told me, with o 
reminiscent — smile. “The — bont 
peopl¢ plying along the river did not 
like this new competition on land.

Latest available statistics conclu- 
sively disclose that .the whole of 
Hongkong is a comparatively 
malarla-free Colony when compared 
with, Malaya, Ceylon. .and other 
tropical centres. : 

Oficial statistles to the end of 1934 
show that the mumber of admissions 
to Government hospitals. has . de- 
creased by 6G per cent. during the 
past decade, In. 1925 there were 
1,142 admissions, tn 1034 only 457, 
With the exception of 1932, the 1934 
Gyure is the lowest in the history of 
the Colony. , 

Statistics “for 135 
ovalluble to Press,‘ but, the 
“Telegraph” Is ed from oa 
reliable source that the incldence for 
this year is approximately that for 
1934, 

During the first six months of the 
current year 280 cases were admitted 
to Government hospitals, This, on 
the surface, would lead one to believe 
that the incidence for ‘the whole year 
will be higher than) usual. Such, 
however, [is not the cise, ns the 
incldence ts much higher during: the 
summer or “rainy" months, than 
during the winter. :

EMelent drainage methods 
ended malnrin as far as the urban 
districts of Hongkong are conctrned, 
and 3t persists only in certain parts 
of the New. rritories and in some 
‘of the outer suburbs. ; 
“The ever-decrensing number of 
cases each year reflects the excellent 
work that hi been done by the

the brenking of the. soll for the 
formation of Queen's Road, which 
was then the chief arteriil road of 
the city, it became such a scourge 
that there were serious’ thoughts of 
abandoning the entire sland, 

The graveyard at Stanley, where 
the first settlement was made, is an 
indication of the terrible toll taken 
by malaria last century.

Four appeals against the decision, 
ot. Mr. S. F. Balfour, Magistrate, 
regarding a breach of the Post Office 
regulations wero allowed ‘by the 
Chief Justlee, Sir Atholl MacGregor, 
jn the Supreme Court this morning. 

The nppellfants were Lai Cheuny- 
ling, licensee of the Ki Sang Chon 
boording. house; Lai Chu, Neensee of 
the Cheung Fat Chan boarding house; 
and Fung Kai-ting, licensee of the 
Ping On Chan boarding house. The 
Inst-named appealed on two counts. 

Mr, Leo D’Almada, Jr., instructed 
by Mr. M. C. McCallum, appeared for 
the appellants, and Mr. M. J. Abbott, 
Assistant Crown Solicitor, was for 
the respondent, Mr. HH, R. Butters, 
Postinaster-Genernl, who was present 
in Court. . : 

Mr, D’Almada said the appeals 
were against the conviction by Mr. 
S. F. Baltour on charges of baving 
sent through. the post registered 
pickages containing Ietters tor 
delivery in Singapore, contrary to 
Regulation 14 made under the Post 
Ollice Ordinance, 1926. 

‘the packvts came under suspicion 
in Singapore where they were opened 
and tound to contain several tetters 
each, On the outside of the packets, 
there were ordinary registration 
envelopes, and there appetred In the 
corner the name and adaress ot the 
particular boarding houses af which 
each of the appellants was the 
licensee. That, continucd counsel, 
was the sole evidence upon which the 
Magistrate convicted the appellants. 


EVIDENCE UNSHAKEN 

At the close of the case for the 
Crown, the solicitor for the defence 
submitted there was no case to ans- 
wer but this wus over-rulcd. The 
result was that ench of the defen- 
dants gave evidence, denying all 
Knowledge of packages, Their 
evidence was unshuken under cross- 
eximination but in spite of that they 
were convicted and each‘ fined $100. 
-Continuing, counsel snld_ the 
Magistrate appeared to have based 
his decision on sub-section 2 of sec- 
thon 36 of the Post Ofice Ordinance, 
He submitted the case could not come 
under this Iegislation because the 
name and the address of {he sender 
of cach packoge was the boarding 
house and not an individual,. body 
corporate or a firm as covered by that 
section. No legislation had been 
provided for a, case of'this kind and 
the benefit should have been given to 
the defendants, 

Counsel.then went on to submit 
that the Magistrate was wrong In 
holding that because the {ppellants 
were licensees of the boarding houses 
they were the senders of. the pack~ 
ages. “Assuming that the package 
bore the name of the Supreme Court, 
would the Registrar be held re- 
sponsible?" he usked “Could not che 
sender be the Crown Solicitor, or 
even, with due respect, your Lord-
